TO GET ROMANIA TO BREAK DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS ITH ISRAEL. THIS 
RECOMMENDATIONS WAS APPARENTLY NOT INCLUDED IN FINAL PUBLIC 
DOCUMENT ISSUED BY CONFERENCE. DCM SAID ROMANIANS CONCLUDE 
THAT THEY WILL RECEIVE PRIVATE APPROACHES FROM SELECTED ARAB
